Now, in conjunction with Archbishop 
Nozaledas, who is intim ate with Gener­ 
al Otis, they are endeavoring to procure 
the former ascendency of the church in 
the Philippines; hence they are sustain­ 
ing General Otis, who, as a Catholic, 
has refused to obey the W ashington or­ 
ders aud transfer the command of his 
force to General Lawton, liecause he 
wishes to remain in power and assist the 
church to recover its real estate. 
The 
Paulists’ policy is more subtle than that 
of the Jesuits, and, unless they are 
promptly recalled, they will work fur­ 
ther mischief. 
The Philippines are a 
valuable hunting ground for the church, 
hence tbe titanic efforts to maintain its 
supremacy.
